Snowfall rates in excess of 1” an hour Friday night through Saturday morning.

High winds could make driving difficult for higher profile vehicles. A few power
outages may also occur, especially near the coast, Shasta Valley and
portions of the East Side. Widespread power outages are not expected.

Blowing snow could result in brief whiteout conditions east of the Cascades
as strong winds mix with some snow accumulations.

Key Points - Snow

e The most impacted area will be Mt. Shasta City and the higher terrain in Siskiyou County
Friday night through Saturday morning. This area is also at highest risk of seeing snowfall
totals on the higher end of the forecast.

e Snow will also impact other areas within Oregon between 2500 and 3500 feet.

e A combination of existing and new snowfall, plus strong, south winds should result in blowing
snow and reduced visibility across high terrain and the East Side.
